Un dersheriff Wallace 
Cochrane, of 


this city, has under arrest at Detroit, 
Mich,, Daniel D. Frisbee. 


The prisoner is charged with having 


obtained under false pretenses $11,500 
in cash and notes of Everett N. Ransom, 
of this city. Frisbee refuses to come to 
Janesville without the proper requisi- 
tion papers,_ and today Sheriff Acheson 
has been in consultation at Madison 
with Gov. Scofield. 


That the prisoner will soon be landed 


behind the bars of the Kock county jail 
there is little doubt, and he will in all 
probability be placed on trial here, and 
will then be given a chance to prove 
his innocence or guilt. 


Tlie Charge Against Frlsbee. 


The offence for which Frisbee is now 


behind the bars is one that resembles 
very much the 
old time 
gold brick 


scheme. Last July Frisbee and his 
partner arrived in Janesville, stopped at 
one of the best hotels, and after looking 
over the local field for a few days rented 
an office of Ed F. Carpenter on the 
bridge over the dry 
goods store of 


Archie Keid & Co. They had in their 
possession a patent tire setter that they 
claimed would do the work of resetting 
a tire on a wagon or buggy at a cost of 
a few cents where it has always cost 
dollars to do the same work. The im- 
plement was made of galvanized iron 
and was designed to hold a fluid that 
• was heated from a lamp placed below. 
Mr. Frisbee showed his patent during 
the month of August at the corner of 
Milwaukee and Eiver streets. This De- 
troit firm stated that they were not in 
the retail business, but were here in 
Janesville for the purpose of sellin" 
county right territory. 
° 


I'ouml n Victim. 


During the first week in August last 


Frisbee and his partner visited Everett 
JS 
T. Ransom, who then resided at No 


270 South Main street. 
It is alleged 


that they were before hand well informed 


• that Ransom was a retired well-to-do 


farmer who had moved to Janesville 
from the town of LaPrairie to spend the 
balance of his days in comfort. 


On seeing Mr.'Ransom, it is alleged 


•that Mr. Frisbeo informed him that he 
was just the man they had been looking 
for to drive them about the country 
to a number of adjoining towns, so that 
they might show their patent and sell 
county rights. 


Mr. Bansotn, not having any special 


business to occupy his time, informed 
Mr. Frisbee that he would accommodate 
Mm. With a spanking pair of bays he 
left town in company with Mr. Page, 
who was Mr. Frisbee's partner. 


To a number of towns, not many 


miles from Janesville, they drove and 
put up at nothing but the best hotel in 
the place. Mr. Page managed this part 
of the transaction and paid all traveling 
expenses. At the livery stable where 
they would put up their team they 
would place on exhibition the patent 
tire setter they carried. In nearly every 
town they managed to interest some 
one, and they never left a place without 
selling the county right to "some per- 
son" who paid them a goodly price in 
spot cash. 


A Thriving Business 


These quick sales soon interested Mr. 


Hansom, and soon after returning to this 
city he and Mr. Frisbee are alleged to 
have closed a deal for certain territorial 
rights covering certain counties. On 
August 9, 12, and 18, Mr. Frisbee and 
Mr. Ransom gclosed their business in 
this city whereby Mr. Ransom parted 
with $11,500 in cash and notes for what 
territorial privileges that had been ex- 
tended him. 
Of this amount of money 


Mr. Ransom paid out $3,500 in cash, 
and the balance in notes that have- since 
involved the Hock County National and 
the Merchants' and Mechanics' banks of 
this city. 


Soon after closing the deal here Messrs. 


Frii be« and Page left for their home in 
Detroit, making no secret whatever of 
the fact. After several days had passed 
Mr. Ransom came to the conclusion that 
he had been duped of his monoy. 
He 


now alleges that the men who purchased 
the county rights in the towns they vis- 
ited>ere cappers placed there for that 
purpose by Frisbee. 


Arrested at Detroit. 


On the charge of obtaining money and 


notes under false pretenses, a warrant 
was sworn out by Mr. Ransom in the 
municipal court of Rock county for the 
arrest of

Frisbee is brought back and placed on 
trial the indications are that develop- 
ments of a sensational churncter may be 
expected at the trial. 


The prisoner is a man 
well supplied 


with this world's goods, and that ho in- 
tends to fight the case to the bitter end 
is well understood by those interested. 


Attorney John Cunningham, of this 


city, has been engaged by Mr. Ransom 
to look after his interosts.'while District 
Attorney Jackson has been busy of late 
looking up evidence in behalf of the 
state.

FOR JANESVILLE 


BEEM SUGAR 
MAKING WOULD 


ADD TO PROSPERITY. 


It Is Profitably Conducted in Many 


Small German Towns—The Crop 
is a Reliable One and the Profits 
Are Certain—The Observations of 
Dr. H. Speier. 


Editor Gazette— A few weeks ago 


there appeared in this paper an account 
of a very interesting meeting of the Twi- 
light Club, and the suggestions made by 
some of our most representative citizens 
as to the needs of our city. The topic 
is of vital interest to every inhabitant of 
this city, particularly when we hear that 
neighboring towns are developing and 
progressing while it is freely charged 
that Jauesville is at a standstill, if not 
on a down grade. 
It was a s urprise»to 


me that none of the speakers referred to 
•what in my opinion would contribute 
more to the prosperity of Jsdesville than 
anything mentioned, the establishment 
of a beet sugar refinery. I came from a 
section of Germany which, one of the 
moat fertile anyway, has been immense- 
ly benefltted by the introduction of tha 
beet culture. Farmers, the ownera of 
large estates as well aa of small hold- 
ings, have become generally wealthy. 
I 


wish our Janesville friends could travel 
through that country and see for them- 
selves the condition of its farming com- 
munities, the state of cultivation of the 
soil, the character of farm buildings, 
churches, schools, etc. It is needless to 
point out the influence of the farmer's 
prosperity upon the commercial and in- 
dustrial progress of the land. 


In my native city, a place about the 


size of Janesville, there are two sugar 
refineries, (a near relative of mine gen- 
eral manager of one, a cousin, chemical 
director of another) 
and 
others in 


neighboring counties. 
The stock, held 


largely by small people, ranks among 
the best industrial investments. Dur- 
ing the panic of 1873. 'which struck 
Germany as disastrously as the United 
States, when industrial enterprises of 
all description fell like leaves in Autumn, 
beet sugar refineries, eyen though re- 
cently started like one in our own town, 
were able not only to hold their own 
but get a good dividend. 


As soon as I came to Janesville I was 


struck by the similarity of climatic con 
ditions, character of soil, degree 3f hu- 
midity, agricultural 
products to those 


obtained in my native German country. 
Of course, I cannot make a comparative 
chemical analysis of soils, but I am con- 
vinced that this Hock River section 
could become just as fine and prosper- 
ous a sugarbeet country. The commer- 
cial features of the question, the advan-

ping point, 
the 
influence 
upon the 


sugar business of the acquisition of 
new territories etc., these I will not pre- 
sume to discuss for I know too little of 
them. But I will point out one advant- 
age we possess. Most of the German 
farmers of our neighborhood have prac- 
tical knowledge of beet culture and a 
vivid recollection of the profits resulting 
from it. They could easily be induced 
to go into it without the loss and om- 
barassments otherwise unavoidable. 


It is true the buildings and equip- 


ment of a sugar factory and the expenses 
incidental to the introduction of a new 
crop, require a large capital, but the 
benefits ought to be correspondingly 
great as proven by the experience of 
other lands and parts of our own coun- 
.try. To 
the 
farmer 
a new pro- 


duct, yielding large gains per acre, 
not 
determined 
by 
the 
harvest 


in Argentina or Central Bussia, but by 
domestic consumption, a fresh impetus 
to cattle raising and dairy farming, for 
the residue of the beet is unsurpassed as 
food for stock; to the capitalist, a satis- 
factory interest upon money invested to 
the town, a new industry, giving em- 
ployment to many hands, to iis mer- 
chants larger sales owing to the in- 
creased purchasing 
power to the 


farmer. Such an undertaking, being 
founded upon natural conditions, the 
resources of soil and climate, would be 
permanent, not doomed to failure by a 
change of economic conditions in an 
other section of the country, 
as the 


growth of the cotton industry in the 
south. The matter .deserves the atten- 
tion of the capitalists and friends of 
Janesville.

The Strained Relations Existing lief.reen

Him Uneasiness—The Probable Atti- 
tude of Russia. 


Berlin, Dec. 12.—Emperor William 


Sunday cordially received Dr. von 
Frege and Herr Schmidt, the new vice 
presidents of the reichstag, and enter- 
•ed into conversation with them on the 
general situation. All through 
the 


conversation the emperor repeatedly 
•emphasized the statement that, al- 
though Germany was on a 
peaceful 


and friendly footing with all the pow- 
ers concerned, the international sit- 
uation required great attention, as ev- 
•cry one could see for himself. It was, 
"therefore, necessary to carry out the 
proposed perfecting and completing of 
the army. His majesty acknowledged 
that consideration of the tax-paying 
capacity of the country prevented more 
being done. 


8ajffl Emperor Expects War. 


London, Dec. 12.—The Berlin corre- 


spondent of the Daily News says he 
understands that the emperor, during 
iis conversation with the newly elect- 
•ed vice-presidents of the reichstag, 
spoke of the possibility of a war be- 
tween Prance and Great Britain, and 
the attitude of Germany toward 
the 


belligerents, which would certainly be 
influenced by the attitude of Russia. 


The emperor believes that the energy 


that is being displayed by GreatBritaiu 
'Is not merely for the purpose of going 
through maneuvers, but that she is 
pursuing certain political objects with 
unusual tenacity. 
The policy of the 


United States before the outbreak of 
the Spanish war was marked by the 
same characteristics. According to the 
•correspondent, his majesty referred to 
the friendly relations between Ger- 
many and Great Britain. 


The view in the highest quarters in 


Germany is that localized war between 
Great Britain and Prance would mean 
the final defeat of the French, but 
there would be great losses on both 
sides.
